Western  New- York,  preached.  1  was  so  circumstanced 
that  I  could  not  attend  either  of  the  larger  places,  but  I 
was  present  at  St.  James’s,  on  Tuesday  evening  at  8 
o'clock.  A  service  at  inch  an  hour  was  certainly  an 
axperiment,  and  it  proved  a  failure.  This  church  is  one 
of  the  most  fashionable  in  London,  and  on  a  Sunday 
morning  it  ia  crowded  with  a  brilliant  congregation. 
But  ordinary  Church  of  England  people  have  little  notion 
of  extra  aervicea,  and  no  taste  for  religion,  beyond  its 
steted,  routine  observances.  The  church  was  not  there¬ 
fore  half  full;  remarking  to  a  lady  how  inexcusable  it 
was  in  so  aristocratic  and  leisurely  a  parish,  she  archly 
replied,  'I  had  forgotten  that  it  was  the  night  of  the 
Opera  1’  Well,  the  introductory  services  are,  you 
know,  all  stereotyped,  even  to  the  Scripture  lessons, 
so  that  there  was  nothing  special  to  the  occasion 
in  the  devotional  exercises,  but  they  sung  Dr.  Watts's 
Hymn,  “  How  beauteous  are  their  feet,”  Ae  and 
Heber’a  Miasionary  Hymn,  “From  Greenland’s  icy 
mountains,’’  Ac.  which  had  some  relevancy  to  the  o^ 
ject  of  the  meeting.  After  the  second  singing,  which  is 
before  the  sermon,  it  is  usual  in  the  English  Church  for 
the  preacher  to  offer  s  short  prayer,  and  the  people

“  The  house  ot  my  pilgrimage !”  How  appro¬ 
priate  this  language  to  every  dwelling-place  of 
man.  We  may  deem  ourselves  but  sojourners,  in 
respect  merely  to  the  present  life.  From  that  pa¬ 
ternal  mansion  on  which  our  infant  eyes  first  open¬ 
ed,  and  where  all,  to  the  apprehension  of  childhood, 
seemed  stable  as  the  hills  around  it,  how  soon  pass¬ 
ed  we  forth.  Beneath  another  roof-tree  we  slept, 
through  other  windows  gleamed  the  light  of  open¬ 
ing  day.  By  the  old  hearth-stone  where,  at  even¬ 
tide,  the  dear  household  band  loved  to  gather,  si¬ 
lence  and  desolation  reign  now,  or  only  the  voice 
of  strangers  is  heard.  As  years  have  paired  away, 
change  has  succeeded  change;  new  homes  have 
been  found,  and  newer  still  have  been  sought.  What 
wanderers  have  we  ever  been — how,  in  our  great¬ 
est  permanency,  like  those  who  tarry  but  for  a  night. 
Or,  if  some  of  us — the  rare  exceptions  in  a  congre¬ 
gation  like  this — have  thus  far  been  mainly  station¬ 
ary,  we  know  not  what  the  morrow  may  bring 
forto.  We  may  be  called,  like  the  traveler  over 
the  desert,  or  the  nomad  of  the  East,  to  strike  our 
tents,  as  it  were,  and  hasten  onward  to  another  of 
the  resting-places  in  the  journey  of  life.  Nay,  had 
we  bat  one  home  for  a  whole  life-time,  yet  in  view 
of  eternity — so  near  to  us,  so  soon  to  be  our  dwell¬ 
ing-place — we  should  still  seem  to  ourselves  but 
strangers  and  pilgrims  here.  We  might  still  say, 
“Here  have  we  no  continuing  city.”  Though  three¬ 
score  years  and  ten  be  the  measure  of  life,  or  if  by 
reason  of  strength  it  be  fourscore  years,  yet  few 
as  well  as  evil  are  its  days.  They  are  “  as  a  shadow, 
and  there  is  none  abiding.”  He,  who  but  as  yes¬ 
terday  was  a  prattling  child-tbe  intervening  changes

Attempts  at  political  reaction  an  alogous  to  that  effected 
in  France,  have  taken  place  in  different  parts  of  Europe. 
That  in  Spain,  under  the  in^iralion  of  our  government, 
appears  to  have  awakened  the  vigilance  of  England.  1 
learn  from  a  Christian  friend  from  Madrid,  that  this  re¬ 
action  has  no  chance  of  success.  He  believes  in  the 
possibility  of  evangelical  action  in  this  country,  and  if 
prudence  did  not  enjoin  silence,  you  would  see  that 
Christians  are  already  occupied  with  the  beginning  of 
this  work. 

Public  opinion  in  Piedmont  is  still  strongly  in  favor 
of  Protestantism.  I  only  fear  lest  politics  should  seize 
on  our  cause  and  work  it  harm.  Guite  recently  a 
large  number  of  students,  followed  by  a  crowd  of  the 
populace,  went  to  the  Protestant  church,  crying,  “  Live 
the  Vaudois  church !”  “Live  freedom  of  worship!”  We 
know  by  experience  in  France,  that  such  cries  may  be 
uttered  for  the  injury  of  the  dominant  church,  and  not 
from  love  to  the  gospel ! 

The  conversions  of  Catholics  to  Protestantism,  and 
even  of  priests,  continue  in  England,  Ireland  and  Scot¬ 
land,  but  it  is  useless  to  detail  them  to  you.  One  of  our 
French  provincial  journals,  for  having  announced  in 
two  lines  four  conversions  at  Edinburgh,  was  reprimand¬ 
ed  by  the  prefect !  In  France,  you  see,  we  have  but  one 
law,  and  86  different  legislators,  who  interpret  it  in  86 
different  ways ! 

The  Gazette  de  Prusse  annoQnces  that  the  French 
government  are  about  to  institute  in  Germany,  it  is 
not  known  for  what  end,  researches  concerning  the 
descendants  of  those  Protestants  who  left  France 
after  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.  It  ought 
to  do  the  same  in  America,  to  learn  that  religious  faith 
may  become  the  source  cf  an  honorable  earthly  pros¬ 
perity. 


bring  in  all  their  tithes — square  up  with  God’s 
ministers,  who  served  them,  at  the  specified  time, 
in  order  to  expect  the  windows  of  heaven  opened 
and  an  abundant  blessing  poured  out,  what  must 
those  who  hear  the  gospel  do,  if  they  would  enjoy 
the  Divine  approbation,  and  experience  a  time  of 
refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  1 
I  find  nothing  in  reason,  or  revelation,  against 
ministers’  trying  to  make  some  provision  before¬ 
hand,  for  sickness  and  old  age,  any  more  than  I  de 
against  others  doing  the  same  thing.  And  those 
laymen,  who  cry  out  against  ministers’  getting  fore¬ 
handed,  would  be  the  very  last  ones  to  take  in,  and 
take  care  of,  worn-out  ministers  who  have  laid  op 
nothing  for  a  rainy  day.  It  is  for  the  people’s  in¬ 
terest,  (as  well  as  that  of  the  minister,)  to  see  to  it 
that  he,  who  serves  them  in  the  gospel,  be  raised 
above  pinching  poverty.  To  do  them  the  greatest 
amount  of  good,  his  mind  must  in  a  good  measure 
be  free  from  worldly  cares,  that  he  may  devote  his 
time  and  energies  to  study  and  visitation.  When 
will  country  congregations  learn  this?  Their  self¬ 
ishness,  in  withholding  the  minister’s  salary  long 
after  it  is  due,  is  one  cause  of  their  spiritual  dearth. 
And  yet,  instead  of  removing  this  cause,  by  prompt¬ 
ly  meeting  their  debt  to  the  minister,  they  are 
laying  the  cause  of  their  stupidity  to  him,  while  he 
is  struggling  hard  to  make  up,  in  some  other  way, 
what  their  thoughtless  injusticeis  withholding  from 
him.  If  congregations  would  pay  their  minister 
promptly,  and  pay  him  enough  to  raise  him  above 
worldly  care,  they  would  reap  the  benefit,  m  his 
more  frequent  and  profitable  visits,  and  in  Ins  better 
studied  and  more  richly  furnished  sermons.  It  is 
my  wish  that  one  congregation,  at  least,  would 
make  a  thorough  trial  of  it.

We  add  to  it,  as 
needful  for  the  proper  understanding  of  the  ease, 
the  Reply  to  the  Protest  adopted  by  the  Asseew* 
tion.  The  great  importance  ef  this  ease  renders 
the  publication  both  proper  and  interesting.J 
PROTI8T. 

The  undersigned,  members  of  Fairfield  West 
Association,  having  most  of  ns  gone  with  onr  breth¬ 
ren  of  this  body  in  their  former  action  in  the  easa 
of  Hartford  Central  Association,  feel  constrained 
to  enter  onr  protest  against  their  present  aetien. 
For  doing  this  we  offer  the  following  as  the  main 
reasons. 

Disclaiming  for  onrsdves  all  sympathy  with  the 
peculiar  views  of  Dr.  Bnshnell,  as  set  forth  ia  Um 
books  complained  of,  we  still  deem  farther  action 
on  the  part  of  this  body,  under  existing  eirennutan* 
ces,  uncalled  for  and  undesirable. 

I.  Because  Dr.  Bushnell,  having  before  him  the 
explicit  declaration  of  the  General  Aseaciatjaa  mada 
at  Litchfield,  June,  1850,  as  to  what  it  regards  as 
fundamental  on  the  leading  points  discossed  by  bim, 
solemnly  affirms,  that  his  views,  as  they  lie  m  hie 
own  mind,  and  ae  he  would  have  them  undentood 
by  othere,  do  not  fundamentally  differ  from  the

potition  of  the  prediction,  and  some 
Recalling  to  mind  the  efforts  of  this 
ety”  to  plant  Episcopacy  in  the  American  colonies,  and 
the  controversy  on  that  subject  between  Chauncey  and 
Mayhew,  and  Chandler  and  Apthorp,  I  expected,  as  a 
mattar  of  coarse,  some  reference  to  these  things,  and  the 
relations  and  circumstances  of  the  two  brunches  of  the 
Anglican  Church  on  either  side  of  the  Atlantic.  But 
there  were  only  two  short  passagea  which  seemed  to 
have  been  composed  for  the  occasion,  and  introduced 
into  an  old  traveling  sermon.  The  first  was  apologetical 
and  expressive  of  sympathy  with  the  assembly,  and  the 
other  referred  to  the  wonderful  fulfillment  of  the  text  in 
the  spread  of  Christianity  throughout  your  country. 
There  were  many  clergymen,  but  I  did  not  observe  any 
bishops  present  to  hear  Dr.  DeLancey,  but  the  next  day 
there  was  a  large  gathering  of  prelates  at  St.  Paul’s,  to 
hear  the  Bishop  of  Michigan,  after  which  both  English 
and  American  bishops  and  other  church  dignitaries  were 
entertained  by  our  dissenting  Lord  Mayor  with  a  splen¬ 
did  banquet  at  the  Mansion  House  ;  it  would  be  un¬ 
charitable  to  suspect  that  the  attractions  of  the  dinner 
had  aught  to  do  with  the  attendance. 

I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  the  ministers  of  the 
Wesleyan  Methodist  Conference  continue  to  resist  the 
wishes  of  the  Reformers,  and  to  expel  those  who  sym¬ 
pathize  with  them.  In  the  town  of  Louth,  in  Lincoln¬ 
shire,  1  hear  they  have  extinguished  Methodism  by  ac¬ 
tually  expelling  all  the  members,  more  than  a  thousand, 
I  believe.  The  Wesleyan  Times  anticipates  that  the 
approaching  Confrrence  will  find  a  decrease  of  nearer 
60  than  30  000  members  during  the  present  year.  Surely 
it  is  time  for  them  to  ponder  the  words  of  our  Lord— 
“  Every  kingdom  divided  again  st  itself  is  brought  to 
desolation ;  and  every  city  and  house  divided  against 
itself,  shall  not  stand.” 

I  had  intended  to  have  said  something  about  onr  poli¬ 
tical  circumstances,  but  I  have  written  enough.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  the  Derby- D’Israeli  Ministry  have  abandoned 
protection,  Mr.  D’Israeli,  in  a  letter  to  his  constituents, 
says,  “  the  time  has  gone  by  when  the  injuries  which 
the  great  producing  interests  endure  can  be  alleviated 
or  removed  by  a  recurrence  to  the  laws,  which,  previous 
to  1846,  protected  them  from  such  calamities.  The 
spirit  of  the  age  tends  to  free  intercourse,  and  no  states¬ 
man  can  disregard  with  impunity  the  genius  of  the 
epoch  in  which  ha  lives.”  So  Lord  Derby  intends,  if 
possible,  to  keep  the  helm,  and  he  throws  his  old  allies, 
the  farmers,  overboard.  But  I  must  close.  Adieu.

Aa  the  diaaolution  of  our  Parliament  is  very  near  at 
head,  BO  it  it  proper  I  should  inform  you  w'het  progress 
hea  bean  made  on  several  matters  which  I  have  men- 
tiflteed  in  fanner  letters.  Last  week,  a  calm  and  very 
aUe  debt  ft  took  place  oa  the  laotion  of  the  indefatigable 
Mr.  Borsmaa,  for  “  a  select  committee  to  inquiie  into 
the  iiiiiiBiaatenree  connected  with  the  institution  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Bennett  to  the  vicarage  cf  Frome,”  and  to 
whkh  I  have  referred  on  several  occaaions.  Mr  Hora- 
— -  stated  the  case  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Frome  at 
gloat  length,  and  with  admirable  temper;  and  Mr. 
Qiadotone,  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells, 
tnland  ot  cqnal  length,  and  with  great  ability,  upon  a 
jBlfilnatinn  of  the  eourse  which  that  prelate  has  taken. 
Baeotnl  nMoebers  of  the  Government  and  of  the  legal 
paafasaioa  also  look  part  ia  the  debate,  (a  report  of 
vkkh  occupied  twelve  columns  in  The  Times),  and 
they  aeeai  pretty  well  to  have  exhausted  the  subject. 
Oa  the  part  of  the  Bishop,  it  was  urged  that  none  of  the 
facts  alledged  against  Mr.  Bennett  were  of  sufficient 
Isgtl  fares  to  justify  him  in  refusing  to  induct,  and 
whieh  ndfht  involve  him  in  a  law-suit,  at  the  cost  of 
some  .£4,000— that  if  the  people  of  Frome  had  been  in 
■eraest.faoy  would  have  entered  a  caveat  against  the 
appointment  in  the  bishop’s  court,  or  taken  certain  pre- 
•oribad  pcoeoedingo  under  the  Church  Discipline  Act. 

la  reply  to  this  it  waa  said.  Why  should  the  people 
be  oblig^  to  take  theae  proceedings  and  incur  these 
expeaeeal  For  what  purpose  are  bishops  appointed, 
bat  to  Todreas  such  grievances!  And  of  what  use  | 
would  it  bo  to  take  proceedings  in  the  court  of  a  bishop 
who  is  Uma^  a  partisan,  and  the  well  known  patron 
and  protector  of  the  Pnseyite  party!  Thus  it  was 
shown  that  tht  worldly  cmolumenta  which  the  State 
has  given  to  the  Church,  really  prevent  ite  discipline; 
and  that  tha  law  which  protsets  theae  vected  interests, 
as  we  call  them,  in  fact  secures  a  parson’s  endowment, 
at  the  cost  of  truth  and  righteousness..  The  growing 
iateUigence  and  morality  of  the  people  demand  the  free 
axcretae  of  discipline,  such  as  the  rights  of  patrons  and 
inoumbente  will  not  boar ;  and  so  they  are  at  a  dead 
lock — far  tho  system  will  not  work.  Well :  as  to  Mr. 
Horsmaa’s  motion,  the  membera  of  the  Government  ar- 
gMdthat  it  lookad  like  a  design  to  gather  up  facte  for 
tho  impoachment  of  tho  Bishop,  and  the  House  was  im- 
piored  not  to  take  a  courae  which  would  constitute  it 
«  tiibaaal  far  bringing  to  trial  a  biahop  in  respect  to 
Ike  disehaigo  of  his  episcopal  duty.”  Yet,  in  epite  of 
As  opposition  of  tho  administration,  Mr.  Horsman  car- 
fisd  his  motion  by  156  votes  to  111, giving  a  majority 
si  46  far  a  Select  Committee  of  Inquiry.  This  has  been 
faU  to  be  a  very  grave  proceeding,  and  pregnant  with 
ssany  serions  results.  The  forms  of  the  House  have 
bean  used  to  prevent  the  actual  nomination  of  the  com- 
■ittea,  though  agreed  to  ten  days  ago ;  and  as  the  ees- 
sisa  is  near  ite  elosa,  it  is  very  possible  that,  by  some 
rariismentaiy  dodge  or  other,  the  proceedings  may  be 
oboOtnoted  afaw  all. 

Tho  Marqnis  of  Blandford,  whose  echeme  for  the  re- 
fora  of  the  Established  Church,  I  also  mentioned  in  a 
fanner  letter,  has  abandoned  his  bill  for  the  present 
sasaion— pnrtly  for  want  of  time,  and  partly  on  the  as- 
seranes  of  Mr.  Walpole,  the  Home  Secretary,  that  Lord 
Dsibj’s  government  will  be  prepared,  in  the  next  Par- 
lisoMite,  (that  ia  if  they  eontinne  in  office),  to  npply 
tbasmelvee  to  this  qnestion.  In  the  diecuetion,  some 
pUa  things  wees  spoktn;  Sir  Benj.  Hall  said,  “that 
naltas  the  Govarnment  brought  forward  measures  to 
promsts  nfarm,  auatora  would  come  to  a  more  serious 
pass ',  and  propositions  would  be  made,  which  the  beet 
frisaib  of  tho  Church  would  greatly  deplore.”  Mr.

Unstable  as  are  all  things  around  ns,  and  brief 
as  life  is,  how  happy  are  they  who  have  laid  hold 
joyfully  and  firmly  upon  the  permanent  things  of 
eternity !  Their  earthly  habitation  may  be  ever  so 
temporary,  but  amid  its  decays,  or  the  farewells 
with  which  they  leave  it,  they  can  say  unto  God, 
“  Thou  art  our  dwelling-place.”  The  world  may 
pass  away,  and  the  lust  thereof,  or  they  themselves 
may  be  called  away  from  earth,  but  “  the  word  of 
God  shall  stand  forever.”  While  all  else  is  but 
shifting  sand,  that  is  as  unyielding  rock  beneath 
their  feet.  As  the  worldling  comes  to  his  dying 
boar,  he  can  think  of  mirth  that  has  been  folly,  and 
of  laughter  that  has  been  madness.  Songs  he  may 
have  listened  to,  or  have  uttered,  whose  harmonies 
seem  now  as  discords,  whose  every  echo  falls  now 
on  his  ear  as  the  death-  knell  of  his  soul.  But  thrice 
blessed  is  the  man  who  can  truly  say,  as  the  shadows 
of  life’s  evening  are  deepening  around  bim,  and  the 
scenes  of  the  spirit-world  are  opening  to  his  view 
— “  Thy  statutes  have  been  my  songs  in  the  house 
of  my  pilgvimage.” — Rev.  Dr.  Smith's  Discourse.

Mr.  Editor — The  Presbytery  of  Albany,  at 
their  semi-annual  meeting  held  at  Sand  Lake, 
June  22Qd  and  23fd,  directed  me  to  send  you  for 
publication  an  abstract  report  of  their  doings.  I 
therefore  transmit  the  following  : 

The  Presbytery  was  opened  with  a  sermon  by 
Rev.  L.  H.  Pease,  from  Matt.  1:11. 

Rev.  S.  M.  Steele,  of  the  Milwaukie  Presbytery, 
was  present,  and  by  invitation  addressed  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  on  the  subject  ot  Church  Extension  at  the 
West ;  whereupon  it  was  Resolved,  That  having 
heard  with  much  interest  the  remarks  of  brother 
Steele,  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  houses  of 
worship  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Peo¬ 
ria,  we  do  cordially  approve  the  object  of  bis  agency 
for  raising  a  permanent  fund  for  that  purpose,  and 
will  cheerfully  co-operate  with  him  in  promoting 
it. 

A  Committee  of  Five  was  appointed  to  consider 
and  report  what  action  they  might  deem  necessary 
for  Presbytery  to  take  in  reference  to  the  recom- 
meodations  of  the  General  Assembly. 

This  committee  subsequently  reported  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  pastors  and  stated  supplies  of  this 
Presbytery  be  requested,  during  the  month  of  September 
next,  to  preach  upon  the  subject  of  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry,  and  take  up  a  collection  for  that 
object,  and  that  hereafter  the  same  subject  be  presented 
annually. 

Resolved,  That  a  Standing  Committee  of  Five  be  ap 
pointed  to  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  collected  for 
this  purpose ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  «he  said  com¬ 
mittee  to  see  that  the  churches  are  duly  reminded  of  the 
subject  and  the  collection,  and  that  they  report  to  Pres¬ 
bytery  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  pastors  and  stated  supplies  of  the 
churches  of  this  Presbytery  be  requested  to  present  the 
subject  of  Home  Missions,  and  that  collections  be  taken 
in  behalf  of  that  object  during  or  before  November  each 
year. 

Resolved,  That  wo  recommend  the  appointment  of  com¬ 
mittees  by  Presbytery  for  the  visitation  of  vacant  churches 
within  our  bounds. 

This  report  was  accepted,  and  finally  adopted. 

A  Standing  Committee  of  Five  was  appointed 
to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  General  As¬ 
sembly — Seclion  second ;  Article  second. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  present  an  over¬ 
ture  to  Synod  at  its  next  meeting — that  our  sta¬ 
tistical  report  and  narrative  of  the  state  of  religion 
shall  be  returnable  at  such  time  as  shall  accom¬ 
modate  both  Synod  and  the  General  Assembly,  by 
one  report. 

A  committee  was  also  appointed  to  overture 
Synod  in  reference  to  the  appointing  a  missionary 
to  labor  within  our  bounds. 

After  the  transaction  of  other  ordinary  business, 
Presbytery  adjourned  to  meet  during  the  intervals 
of  Synod  at  its  next  meeting.

Even  prayer  is  hindered  by  anger  and  ill-will. 
Unless  we  forgive,  we  shall  not  be  forgiven  ;  and 
we  must  forgive  “  from  the  heart,”  and  that  to  the 
extent  of  “  seventy  times  seven.” 

Leave  your  gift,  and  go,  take  your  brother  by  the 
hand.  Has  he  wronged  you  7  Forgive  him,  even 
as  God  for  Christ’s  sake  hath  forgiven  you.  (Chris¬ 
tian  forgiveness  is  not  a  formality,  or  a  profession, 
or  a  transient  feeling ;  it  is  operative.  It  is  import¬ 
ant  to  observe  this,  because  there  are  persons  who 
think  thus :  “  I  forgive  my  brother,  but  I  never  wish 
to  see  him  again ;”  and  so  they  pass  in  the  street  him 
whom  they  pretend  to  forgive  without  speaking, 
or  shut  the  door  of  their  house  against  him.  “My 
little  children,”  says  the  apostle  John,  “  let  us  not 
love  in  word,  neither  in  tongue,  but  in  dud  and  in 
truth." 

No  prayers,  no  sacrifices,  no  gifts,  no  devotedness 
to  means  of  grace  and  external  acts  of  service,  can 
make  up  for  the  want  of  forgiveness.  We  must  be 
reconciled  to  our  brother.  We  most  at  least  make 
the  attempt ;  and  the  steps  to  this  are  laid  down  in 
the  eighteenth  chapter  of  Matthew.  Remember 
bim  who  took  bis  fellow-servant  by  the  throat,  and 
consider  his  doom.  Matt.  18  :  23-35.  “  So  likewise,” 
says  Christ,  “  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also 
unto  you,  if  ye  from  your  hearts  forgive  not  every 
one  his  brother  their  trespasses.”

with  onr^ves. 

Y.  We  strongly  object  to  farther  action,  especially 
of  the  kind  contemplated,  beeanse  we  bdlieve  the 
tendency  is  to  divide  onr  ministers,  not  on  the  faa- 
damental  doctrines  drawn  intodiseanion,  in  regaM 
to  which  all  now  as  heretofore  claim  te  be  agittod, 
but  on  the  question  whether  in  certain  speenlatioas 
and  discourses  of  Dr.  Bnshnell,  he  is  te  be  oeder- 
stoed  as  denying  these  doetrines,  and  oa  paints  of 
ecclesiastical  order  therewith  eoaneeted. 

YI.  Because  many  of  onr  brethren,  who  streogly 
dissent  from  Dr.  Bnshnell’s  theological  opintOM,  ao 
far  as  they  are  peculiar,  have  fall  confidence  ia 
Hartford  Central  Association  as  soond  in  the  faith, 
and  conscientious  (however  erreaeoos)  m  their 
proceedings  complained  of ;  and  each  br^rea  de¬ 
precate  our  farther  action  as  eompelliag  thera  te 
assume  a  false  position,  and  to  seeaa  to  accept  of 
views  to  which  they  cannot  give  their  esaent. 

We  say,  then,  in  eonelnding  this  protest,  that, 
while  we  love  onr  brethren  who  urge  this  mittwr 
forward,  and  cannot  differ  from  them  witheat  paia, 
yet  we  cannot  hold  onr  peace  when  we  see  a  eotwao 
adopted  that  seems  likely,  sooner  or  later,  to  drive 
the  wedge  of  division  throngh  the  satire  body  ef 
our  hitherto  united  pastors  and  eharehes,  aad  that, 
too,  under  circumstances  which  promise  little  goad 
to  the  cause  of  Christian  truth,  and  threaten  mneh 
evil  to  the  cause  of  brotherly  love.

denial  7  A  mere  sufficiency  is  sometimes  a  mean¬ 
ness  and  a  disgrace.  What  may  be  gain  to  the 
purse,  in  this  way,  just  now,  may  be  ruin  to  repu¬ 
tation  and  revenue,  and  glory  hereafter.  The 
great  Jehovah  makes  no  such  exhibitions  of  him¬ 
self  in  the  world  around  us.  We  have  more  air 
than  we  breathe — more  earth  than  we  till — more 
ocean  than  we  navigate — more  sky  than  we  sur¬ 
vey,  and  more  fishes,  and  fowls,  and  other  food 
than  we  consume.  There  are  more  jewels  than 
we  wear,  more  gold  than  we  dig,  more  flowers  than 
we  gather,  more  music  thau'we  hear,  and  more 
joys,  of  various  kinds,  than  we  know.  Every¬ 
where,  there  is  more  than  a  mere  sufficiency — al¬ 
though,  in  various  instances,  there  is  not  an  equal 
distribution.  Is  heaven  the  only  mean  or  strait¬ 
ened  place  in  God’s  universe  7  And  is  he  sparing 
ef  expense,  only,  in  promoting  religious  interests? 
Have  m  not  more  offers,  and  invitations,  and  op¬ 
portunities  and  pressing  calls  of  salvation,  than  we 
accept  7  more  Bible  than  we  read,  as  we  should, 
more  churches  than  we  fill,  more  preaching  than 
we  hear,  more  Sabbaths  than  we  improve,  more 
commandments  than  we  obey,  and  more  influences 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  than  become  effectual  7  Among 
all  this  rich  display  of  God’s  amplitude,  and  mag¬ 
nificence  and  infinitude  of  provisions,  shall  the 
atonement  of  Christ  stand,  alone,  in  narrow,  con¬ 
tracted,  limited  dimensions  7  Who  can  believe  it  7 

And  yet,  in  the  midst  of  all  these  over-supplies 
from  our  Maker,  there  is  no  want  of  true  economy 
— no  profligate  expenditure,  no  real  wastefulness 
at  all.  For  he  knows,  right  well,  how  to  gather 
up  that  which  remainetb,  after  the  feast  is  over, 
and  to  use  it,  mo.st  effectually,  in  due  time,  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  splendid  benevolence. 

Let  no  one  think,  then,  that  God’s  kingdom  is 
in  danger  of  being  overfilled  by  the  truly  regenera¬ 
ted — no  matter  how  many  come  into  it.

16.  Bat  it  never  caused  Paul  to  neglect  the  duties 
of  his  discipleship,  under  the  influence  of  the  idea, 
that  all  was  safe  with  him.  For  he  knew  right 
well,  that  he  was  elected  unto  obedience,  holiness, 
good  fruit,  and  good  works ;  and  that  where  these 
were  wanting,  there  was  no  election  or  safety  at 
all.  Let  the  President  of  these  United  States 
violate  his  oath  of  office — let  him  commit  high 
treason,  or  let  bim  neglect  to  discharge  any  more, 
those  important  duties  which  he  was  elected 
and  sworn  to  fulfill,  and  how  long  would  he  feel 
secure  in  his  chair  of  state  7  How  long  would  he 
be  President  7  Paul’s  election,  by  his  Father  in 
heaven,  filled  him  with  the  spirit  of  obedience.

MIN15TBRS  BNTITLBD  TO  A  COMPBTBNT 
SUPPORT. 

In  the  Evangelist  of  June  24(h,  there  are  some 
strictures  on  my  article,  headed  “  Paul’s  Poverty,” 
by  an  anonymous  correspondent,  for  which  I 
thank  the  author,  assuring  him  that  my  views  agree 
with  his  on  this  subject.  In  my  remark  which  he 
cites,  I  was  not  referring  to  the  duty  of  people  to 
their  minister,  but  simply  intimating  that  ministers 
should  “  not  seek  great  things  for  themselves,”  that 
is,  that  they  should  be  contented  and  cheerful  in 
the  circumstances  where  God  in  his  providence 
places  them.  Reason,  as  well  as  Scripture,  teaches 
that  the  laborer  {ministerial  as  well  as  secular,)  is 
worthy  of  his  reward.  If  a  man  has  devoted  the 
prime  and  vigor  of  youth  to  mental  labor  to  qualify 
himself  to  do  good  to  bis  fellow-creatures,  and  withal 
has  spent  $1,500  or  $2,000  in  educating  himself, 
reason  says  that  he  is  entitled  to  a  good  salary. 
The  ten  years’  time,  occupied  with  his  education, 
was  worth  at  least  $200  per  annum,  which,  with 
compound  interest  on  this  and  on  money  expended, 
would  amount  to  $6,000.  This  is  bis  capital. 
With  this  be  commences  business  for  the  people 
who  choose  to  employ  him.  If  his  mental  resour¬ 
ces  are  worth  $6,000,  when  he  commences  labor, 
their  increase  ought  to  be  worth  twenty  per  cent, 
compound  interest,  for  the  first  twenty  years.  By 
that  time  of  life,  men  of  other  professions,  with 
no  more  mental  resources,  usually  acquire  a  com¬ 
petence.  Now,  any  one  may  figure  up  for  himself 
how  imich  salary  per  annum,  on  an  average,  a 
good  minister  in  entitled  to  from  those  to  whom 
he  ministers  in  spiritual  things.  And  whatever  he 
is  entitled  to,  reason  and  common  justice  demand 
that  the  people  should  give  him. 

We  find  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  inculcate  the 
same  truth,  on  this  subject.  The  Apostle  Paul 
himself,  though  so  very  poor,  uses  this  language  in 
the  ninth  chapter  of  First  Corinthians,  “Who  goeth 
a  warfare  any  time  at  bis  own  charges  7  who  plant- 
eth  a  vineyard,  and  eateth  not  of  the  fruit  thereof  7 
or  who  feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk 
of  the  flock  7  Say  I  these  things  as  a  man  7  or  saith 
not  the  law  the  same  also  7  For  it  is  written  in 
the  law  of  Moses,  Thou  shall  not  muzzle  the 
mouth  of  the  ox  that  treadeth  out  the  corn.  Doth 
God  take  care  for  oxen  7  Or  saith  he  it  altogether 
for  our  sake8  7  If  we  have  sown  unto  you  spirit¬ 
ual  things,  is  it  a  great  thing  if  we  shall  reap 
your  carnal  things  7  Do  we  not  know  that  they, 
which  minister  about  holy  things,  live  of  the  things 
of  the  temple,  and  they  which  wait  at  the  altar,  are 
partakers  with  the  altar  7  Even  so  hath  the  L/ml 
ordained  that  they  which  preach  the  gospel  should 
live  of  the  gospel."  Here,  then,  we  have  a  thus 
eattAlAeLorcf  for  the  principle,  that  gospel  ministers 
are  as  much  entitled  to  a  comfortable  support  from 
their  people,  as  the  soldier  has  to  a  reward  from 
his  country,  or  the  owner  of  a  vineyard  to  a  living 
from  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard,  or  the  keeper  of  a 
flock  to  as  much  milk  as  he  needetb,  or  the  ox  to  his 
daily  food. 

Let  those,  who  think  that  all  men,  except  gospel 
ministere,  ought  to  provide  fur  their  own  households, 
examine  the  Divine  teachings  in  r^ard  to  these 
matters.  Why  did  God  bring  the  awful  ehsurge  of 
robbery  against  his  ancient  church  7  Was  it  be¬ 
cause  they  had  been  guilty  of  the  crime  which 
now  goes  by  that  name  7  The  Lord  gives  the  cause 
of  this  charge  in  Malachi.  He  asks  this  question, 
“  Will  a  man  rob  God  7  Yet  ye  have  robbed  me." 
O,  what  a  heinous  crime  1  Rob  Qod  7  No  wonder 
I  they  inquire,  “Wherein  have  we  robbed  thee  7” 
I  They  had  not  ihouaht  |  crime  poeeible.  Bat 


ment,  or  fatigue  on  the  part  of  the  governed,  everything 
goes  on  smoothly  in  France,  at  least  externally.  There 
have  been  a  number  of  refusals  to  take  the  oath  of  fidel¬ 
ity  to  the  President,  but  it  is  to  be  observed  that  they 
have  proceeded  only  from  men  filling  posts  that  have  no 
Btipend.  An  exception  to  this  must  be  made  in  favor  of 
our  four  exiled  generals :  Chargarnier,  Lamoriciere, 
Bedeau  and  Leflo.  An  able  measure  of  the  President 
has  been  the  decentralizing  of  the  administrative  but  not 
of  the  political  power.  The  prefects  have  more  power  than 
ever.  For  this  reason  they  are  more  feared,  if  not  more 
esteemed.  The  repressive  measures  they  take  attract 
towards  them,  and  turn  away  from  the  central  authority 
a  portion  of  diasatisfaciion.  The  journals  of  the  De¬ 
partments  are  annoyed  at  present  not  by  the  ministers 
but  by  the  prefects ;  these  annoyances  are  as  yet  con¬ 
fined  to  warnings.  Meanwhile  the  press  is  excessively 
prudent !  Our  political  journals  are  becoming  more  and 
more  insignificant.  The  most  important  one,  the  Jour¬ 
nal  dcs  Debats  gives  news  like  this :  “  We  have  advices 
from  Cairo  up  to  the  20Ui  of  May ;  the  last  fortnight 
presents  nothing  very  remarkable.”

Has  the  cause  of  evangelization  lost  by  the  change  of 
the  2nd  of  December  !  Yes ;  but  less  than  we  could 
have  feared.  Iir  accordance  with  the  decrees  which  sub¬ 
mitted  our  Protestant  ehurchea  to  ao  severe  a  regime,  I 
declared  to  the  authorities  my  wish  to  open  a  new  place 
of  evangelical  worship  in  Paris.  I  am  constrained  to 
say  that  I  have  never  received  a  more  prompt  and  satis¬ 
factory  response.  I  did  not  even  seek  it,  it  was  brought 
to  me  on  Friday  evening,  in  order  (aa  they  said)  that  I 
might  open  my  services  on  the  following  Sabbath. 
When  I  asked  pardon  for  the  trouble  they  had  taken  in 
coming  to  me,  they  replied  that  it  was  necessary  to  take 
some  trouble  to  go  on  a  pilgrimage  to  the  saints  !  Most 
assuredly  this  came  from  asubaltern,  but  this  subaltern, 
it  must  be  believed,  was  more  than  ordinarily  graciouc 
to  speak  in  this  manner,  which  is  by  no  means  the  usual 
language  of  our  police  agents!  However  this  may  be,  I 
have  opened  a  second  place  of  worship,  larger  than  the 
firat,  and  1  thank  God,  that  at  the  opening  services  the 
hall  waa  filled,  or  at  least  the  115  seats;  of  this  number, 
about  100  were  Roman  Catholics.  Will  this  continue! 
Wo  shall  see.  The  City  Mission,  whieh  is  in  prepara¬ 
tion  in  Paris,  may  effect  much  good.  I  have  four  fallow- 
laborers  (evangelists  or  colporteurs)  around  my  two 
plaess  of  worship,  where  I  hold  four  meetingc  in  the 
weak. 

I  have  said  nothing  of  the  pastoral  conferences  which 
ware  held  in  Paria  at  the  asms  tima  with  the  meetingc 
of  the  religious  societies,  and  a  word  in  regard  to  them 
will  suffice.  In  these  mixed  conferences,  where  there 
ware  independent  pastors,  and  pastors  of  the  National 
Church,  the  endeavor  was  made  to  produce  a  feeling  of 
the  tyrannical  principle  of  thoae  decrees,  in  the  minds  of 
the  latter,  but  it  seems  ao  one  was  frightened  by  these 
ascans ;  they  wait  for  the  actual  working  of  the  decrees, 
and  as  they  hope  for  a  liberal  construction  of  them, 
every  ana  is  quietly  awaiting  the  iaaue.  In  the  confer- 
aneaa  batwaea  the  national  pastors  themselves,  fears 
ware  nsanifaated  for  tha  liberty  of  a  ehnroh  pat  in  de- 
pandaaca  on  a  central  laic  council  choaan  by  and  for  tht 
baaeftt  of  government. 

But  bwa  agein,  theae  feara  have  been  allayed  by  the

City  of  Cleveland,  with  its  forest  freshness,  rich 
exuberance  of  luxuriant  trees — its  churches — neat 
and  attractive  dwellings,  and  innumerable  eviden¬ 
ces  of  enterprise  and  thrift.  Meantime  our  steamer 
bad  been  repaired,  and  we  went  on  our  way  rejoic¬ 
ing  over  the  broad  expanse  of  water,  and  reached 
Toledo  at  5  o’clock.  On  the  way  we  passed  over 
the  memorable  water-field  of  battle,  where  the 
gallant  Perry  met  the  forces  of  Britain  in  naval 
conflict,  in  the  war  of  1812.  The  thunders  of  bat¬ 
tle  and  the  groans  of  tbe  dying  had  ceased  long 
ago.  The  brave  combatants  were  far  away.  The 
bright  beams  of  a  brilliant  sun  were  dancing  as 
joyfully  on  the  rippling  waves,  as  if  their  waters 
had  never  been  stained  by  human  blood. 

The  entire  party  of  excursionists  spent  the  night 
on  board  our  floating  hotel,  in  the  fine  harbor  of 
Toledo.  Before  and  after  tea,  large  parties  of  the 
company  walked  through  the  principal  streets  of 
the  town.  At  8  o’clock  a  meeting  was  organized 
in  the  saloons  of  the  steamer,  by  calling  Judge 
Bronson  to  the  chair,  and  choosing  Charles  Dana, 
Esq.,  of  the  New-York  Tribune,  and  E.  A.  Maynard 
secretaries.

were  issued  by  tbe  constituent  Companiei 
whole  line  from  Monroe  to  Chicago  is  2461  miles  in 
length,  and  from  Toledo  to  Chicago  2421  miles, 
which  with  some  short  branches,  makes  a  total  of 
260  miles  laid  since  March  1850.  The  cost  of  62 
miles  of  road  was  on  an  average  $11,000  per  mile. 
The  maximum  grade  throughout,  going  east,  is 
25  feet  to  the  mile,  and  going  west  thirty  feet 
grade  to  the  mile,  which  has  few  parallels  in  tbe 
history  of  railroads.  The  curvatures  of  the  road 
are  equally  favorable.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that 
188  miles  were  laid  with  heavy  rail  in  1851,  and 
amid  the  cold  of  last  winter  the  rail-layers  com¬ 
pleted  nearly  a  mile  a  day.  Tbe  Company  have 
leased  the  Erie  and  Kalamazoo  Railroad,  33  miles, 
from  Adrian  to  Toledo,  which  will  form  a  part  of 
the  great  trunk  of  railway  thoroughfare  eastward 
in  winter  along  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Erie. 
The  whole  cost  of  the  roads  of  the  Company 
amounts  to  about  $5,000,000.  Few  railroads  in  tbe 
world  have  ever  been  built  at  so  small  a  cost.  The 
averag'e  cost  of  railroads  is  $11,000  pet  mile  in 
Ohio,  Michigan  and  Indiana,  $26,000  in  New- 
York,  $36,000  in  Mass.,  $40,000  in  New-Jersey 
and  Pa. ;  in  Belgium  $80,000,  in  France  $107,500, 
and  in  England  $175,000.  It  is  easy  to  see,  there¬ 
fore,  how  great  are  the  advantages  of  this  new 
road,  built  at  so  small  a  cost,  extending  through  a 
country  of  such  great  fertility,  and  soon  to  be 
densely  populated.  Tbe  Company  has  in  use,  or 
soon  to  be  completed  51  locomotives,  28  first-class 
cars  and  others  of  a  second  class,  and  450  lighl-

Why,  then, 
should  not  the  pulpit  be  heard  on  the  subject, 
warning  the  people  to  abandon  a  vice  so  full  of 
disaster,  and  to  exert  their  utmost  influence  to 
banish  the  monster  from  the  land  ?  We  are  able 
to  see  no  good  reasons  for  silence ;  we  do,  how¬ 
ever,  see  a  great  many  for  plain  and  open  speech. 

There  is,  moreover,  a  peculiar  exigency  at  the 
present  time,  that  demands  the  undisguised  avowal 
of  sentiment  on  the  part  of  Christians  and  philan¬ 
thropists.

MAINE  MINISTERS  ON  THEIR  LAW. 

The  late  session  of  tbe  (General  Conference 
of  Maine,  is  reported  to  have  been  remarkably  inte¬ 
resting  and  profitable.  The  usual  proceedings  were 
pleasantly  diversified  by  a  discussion  on  the  Maine 
Law,  and  also  one  on  Slavery,  In  which  Professor 
Stowe  and  Rev.  Mr.  Shotwell,  delegate  of  the  O.S. 
General  Assembly,  and  a  resident  of  Virginia,  par¬ 
ticipated.  On  the  Temperance  question,  every 
member  expressed  himself  abundantly  satisfied  with 
the  glorious  Law,  and  reported  its  successful  opes 
ration  and  happy  influence.  Strong  resolutions  in 
favor  of  sustaining  it,  and  seeing  it  executed,  were 
passed.  We  have  no  doubt  they  were  heartily  pass¬ 
ed  ;  and  the  principle  and  determination  of  which 
they  are  the  index,  will  make  it  difficult  to  repeal 
it.  The  Slavery  question  was  amicably  discussed 
— Prof.  Stowe  setting  forth  the  peculiarities  of  hard¬ 
ship  and  wrong  involved  in  tbe  system.  Mr.  Shot- 
well  professed  to  differ  with  Prof.  S.  but  little,  and 
urged  as  the  great  impediment  to  anti-slavery  ac¬ 
tion  at  the  South,  the  feeling  excited  by  the  anti¬ 
slavery  action  of  the  North.  The  next  meeting 
of  the  Conference  is  to  be  held  at  Saco. 


We  may  take  any  one

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  learn  that  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  New-York  University  have  re-eloeted 
Rev.  Dr.  Henry  P.  Tappan,  as  Professor  of  Mental 
and  Moral  Philosophy — the  chair  recently  vacated 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Henry,  on  account  of  ill  health.  It 
will  bs  remembered  that  Prof.  Tappan  was  the  first 
incumbent  of  this  Professorship,  at  tbe  formation 
of  the  University.  Then  a  young  man,  he  acquir¬ 
ed  in  it  a  distinguished  reputation  as  a  thinker  and 
metaphysician,  and  contributed  largely  to  the  high 
character  which  the  Institution  was  so  rapidly  at¬ 
taining.  As  the  withdrawment  of  Prof  T.  and 
his  colleagues  dated  the  decline  of  the  Institntion, 
we  trust  his  return  will  be  the  commencement  of  a 
new  era  of  prosperity  and  renown.  The  friends 
of  the  University  are  to  be  congratulated  on  tha 
accession  of  one  so  competent  and  distinguished  to 
its  Faculty.  We  trust,  now  that  it  has  begun,  tha 
work  of  restoration  will  go  on  long  enoagh,  at 
least,  to  bring  back  to  the  University,  the  spkndki 
abilities  of  Prof.  Lewis.  There  is  no  reason  why 
this  Institution  may  not  take  the  foremost  stand 
among  Colleges,  to  which  it  was  predastiBed  by  its 
founders. 

Among  the  honorary  degrees  conferred  by  the 
University  of  New-York,  at  its  late  commencement, 
was  the  very  appropriate  one  of  Doctor  .of  Divinity 
upon  Rev.  James  W.  McLane,  of  WiUiamsbargh. 
The  Bachelor’s  degree  was  conferred  on  twenty- 
one  graduates ;  the  Master’s  degree  upon  thirtesn 
of  the  Alumni. 

At  the  late  commencement  of  tha  CoUago  of  N. 
Jersey,  held  on  the  29th  nit.  the  honorary  dagraa 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  Rev. 
Mr.  Stanton,  President  of  Oakland  College,  Mias, 
and  Rev.  David  Brown,  of  Scotland,  dutiagniriked 
for  bis  arguments  against  the  Millenarians.

BROOKLYN  HIOHTB’  SEMINARY. 

This  young  and  prosperous  institution  of  learn¬ 
ing  for  young  ladies,  held  its  first  commencement 
on  Friday  evening  of  last  week.  Its  accomplished 
Principal,  Professor  Gray,  cannot  but  be  greatly 
encouraged  with  the  results  of  his  first  year’s  effort. 
The  Seminary  building  is  large  and  spacious,  and 
has  the  advantage  of  being  located  in  the  finest 
section  of  the  city.  Besides  the  instructions  of  the 
Principal,  who  has  for  his  department  the  Natural 
Sciences  and  Mathematics,  it  is  supplied  with  an 
admirable  corpa  of  competent  teachers.  Several  of 
the  clergymen  of  Brooklyn  have  also,  during  the 
past  year,  delivered  Lectures  to  tbe  young  ladies : 
Dr.  Cox  on  History  and  Chronology,  Dr.  Vinton 
on  the  Fine  Arts,  Dr.  Spear  on  Intellectual  and 
Moral  Philosophy,  and  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Storrs,  jun. 
on  the  Evidences  of  Christianity.  These  gentle¬ 
men,  as  we  understand,  are  expected  to  continue 
their  Lectures  during  the  coming  year :  and  this 
fact  must  add  not  a  little  to  tbe  attractions  and  va¬ 
lue  of  this  Seminary. 

The  exercises  of  the  commencement  evening 
were  of  a  high  order,  and  listened  to  by  a  crowded 
and  apparently  gratified  auditory.  The  several 
committees  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  having  at¬ 
tended  tbe  examination  of  the  young  ladies,  made 
their  reports,  expressing  in  very  decided  terms  their 
gratification  with  the  attainments  of  the  pupils. 
To  this  succeeded  the  reading,  by  the  Rev.  S.  T. 
Noyes,  of  the  Compositions  of  the  graduating 
class,  three  in  number.  These  were  excellent  speci¬ 
mens  of  elegant  English  and  good  sense.  We  were 
particularly  struck  with  the  beauty,  admirable 
taste,  truthful  suggestion  and  humorous  vein  of  the 
composition  on  “  Old  School  Books.”  It  was  emin¬ 
ently  creditable  to  its  source.  We  had  hardly  be¬ 
fore  appreciated  the  magic  of  these  “  Old  School 
Books.”  After  this  came  the  Address  of  Dr.  Be- 
thune,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
giving  some  sage  and  wholesome  advice  to  the 
young  ladies  of  the  graduating  class,  spiced  with 
some  fine  flashes  of  wit  from  the  mind  of  this 
highly  gifted  divine.

HAMILTON  COLLEGE. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  endowment  of  the 
Professorship  of  Moral  Philosophy  in  Hamilton 
College  is  succeeding  well.  Rev.  Dr.  Lathrop  has 
recently  announced  that  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
required  fifteen  thousand  dollars  would  be  secured 
by  the  time  the  Commencement  occurs ;  and  we 
learn  that  the  amount  already  subscribed  exceeds 
that  estimate.  The  remainder  will  not  be  long  de¬ 
layed.  There  is  also  a  fair  prospect  of  securing 
the  means  of  establishing  an  Astronomical  Ob¬ 
servatory  on  the  College  grounds,  which  will  be 
fully  adequate  to  the  wants  of  the  institution. 
These  additions  to  the  educational  facilities  of  this 
College  are  mueh  needed,  and  will  add  to  its  use¬ 
fulness  and  popularity.  The  want  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  Professorship  of  Moral  Philosophy  has  been 
found  to  be  extensively  appreciated  by  intelligent 
men.  A  letter  was  addressed  to  Dr.  Lathrop,  by 
the  Hon.  Jabez  D.  Hammond,  of  Cherry  Valley, 
author  of  the  well  known  Political  History  of 
New-York,  which  gives  expression  to  a  feeling 
that  perhaps  for  other  reasons  than  some  of  those 
operating  upon  this  learned  jurist,  widely  prevails 
in  Central  New-York,  and  that  cannot  fail  to  se¬ 
cure  its  establishment : 

“  I  think  a  Professorship  of  Moral  Philosophy, 
especially  in  these  days  of  transcendentalism,  a 
necessary  appendage  to  Hamilton  College,  inas¬ 
much  as  that  is  the  principal  literary  institution  in 
Central  New-York.  The  friends  of  science  and 
religion  everywhere,  must  feel  an  anxious  solici¬ 
tude  for  the  success  of  your  enterprise ;  but  par¬ 
ticularly,  the  citizens  of  that  part  of  the  country  in 
which  the  College  b  located,  cannot  fail  to  per¬ 
ceive  that  their  relative  character  and  standing, 
when  compared  with  the  inhabitants  of  other  sec¬ 
tions  of  this  great  State,  are,  in  a  considerable  de¬ 
gree,  identified  with  the  liberal  endowment  and 
permanent  prosperity  of  that  Institution.”

lawa  and  principles,  as  taught  in 
revelation. 

It  b  shown  that  Mr.  Combe  regards  phrenology 
as  the  basuof  the  philosophy  of  mind,  instead  of  the 
philosophy  of  mind  as  the  basis  of  phrenological 
observation ;  the  head  and  its  bumps  are  the  via 
regulatrix  of  the  soul,  instead  of  the  soul  being  tbe 
source  of  intelligent  life  in  the  brain.  It  is  shown 
that  he  omits  among  the  sources  of  crime,  that  one 
source,  apart  from  which  it  ceases  to  be  a  crime  at 
all,  a  responsible  wilL  It  is  shown  that  in  con¬ 
structing  a  philosophy  of  the  human  mind,  it  b 
easy  to  assail  the  first  elements  of  moral  and  reli¬ 
gious  truth,  and  that  precisely  such  au  assault  must 
be  the  effect  of  doctrines  tending  to  deny  or  explain 
away  in  ethical  science,  the  free  will  and  respon¬ 
sibility  of  man ;  or  in  religion  tending  to  let  aside 
or  undervalue  those  external  spiritual  influences  on 
human  character,  which  are  a  fundamental  part 
of  tha  Christian  faith,  bnt  which  cannot  be  made 
sentiUe  to  tha  fingers  of  the  phrenologist.  Tbe 
general  tendency  of  Mr.  Combe’s  system  is  con¬ 
demned  as  hostile  to  the  recaption  of  those  essen¬ 
tial  truths. 

Bat  the  point  we  bad  in  view,  when  we  took  up 
oar  pen  for  these  remarks,  was  the  notice  which 
tbe  writer  of  the  article  in  the  North  British  Re¬ 
view  bestows  upon  Mr.  Combe’s  doctrine  in  regard 
to  pnyar.  To  the  faith  of  a  Christian,  grounded 
OB  experience  as  well  as  the  word  of  God,  that 
prayer  is  powerful  to  affect  the  issue  of  events,  for 
that  God  is  both  tha  hearer  and  tha  answerer  of 
prayer,  Mr.  Combe  responds,  “  that  the  (only)  use 
of  prayer  b  to  be  fennd  in  its  influence  on  his  own 
mind.’*  On  thb  the  Reviewer  observes  that  prayer 
does  indeed  act  upon  the  mind  of  him  who  prays, 

when  prayer  u  beliered  in  as  regards  its  outward 
aim,”  that  b,  when  its  efficacy  oith  Gtod  is  believ¬ 
ed  in,^when  the  truth  b  received,  with  undoubting 
faith,  that  God  answers 


any  steamer.  The  tables  were  adorned  with  a 
piofusion  of  the  most  fragrant  flowers.  As  a  fresh 
breeze  was  on  the  Lake,  the  steamer  was  very  con¬ 
siderately  detained  till  after  the  excursionists  had 
done  ample  justice  to  the  viands  which  had  been 
so  liberally  provided. 


A  word  of  compliment  is 
here  justly  due  to  our  noble  steamer,  the  Northern 
Indiana,  and  to  the  enterprise  of  the  Company  who 
have  provided  her  for  the  convenience  of  the  tra¬ 
veling  public.  She  b  a  floating  palace,  310  feet 
long,  37  feet  beam,  and  1,475  tons  burden,  and  cost 
$135,000,  executing  a  speed  of  20  miles  an  hour. 
Two  other  steamers,  of  similar  dimensions,  form 
the  Company’s  line  between  Monroe,  Dunkiik  and 
Buffalo.  The  dinner  over,  the  toasts  drank,  the 
speeches  made,  and  our  steamer  left  the  wharf  at 
4  P.M.  and  turned  her  head  gallantly  up  the  Lake, 
as  if  conscious  of  her  errand  and  the  large  party 
of  excursionists  she  carried—dashing  her  giant 
fabric  along  the  foaming  waters  like  a  living  Le¬ 
viathan  of  the  deep.  The  subsiding  breeze  still 
left  sufficient  motion  to  disturb  the  equilibrium  of 
some  delicate  sensibilities,  and  touch  a  few  cheeks 
with  a  sympathetic  pallor.  The  evening  and  night 
were  mild  and  pleasant,  with  a  light  breeze ;  and 
the  steamer  kept  boldly  on  her  course  till  a  few 
minutes  past  1  o’clock,  when  we  felt  a  moderate 
collision,  which  numbers  of  the  passengers  were 
not  aware  of  till  next  morning.  We  dressed  and 
left  our  state-room  in  some  three  minutes,  and  saw 
the  schooner,  which  had  been  struck,  midships, 
about  fifty  yards  distant  over  the  bows  of  the 
steamer.  We  watched  her  till  she  filled  and  went 
down,  in  about  fifteen  minutes.  The  schooner  had 


was  the  rush  of  mind  and  matter  too, 
nine  cheers  in  the  cars  hailed  the  boundaries  of 
these  great  States,  as  we  crossed  them  in  our  rapid 
flight.  The  sun  had  just  gone  down  behind  the 
great  prairies  of  the  West  as  the  trains  paused  at 
Chicago,  the  garden  city,  amid  the  loud  booming 
salutations  of  cannon,  and  the  not  less  eloquent 
and  forcible  speech  of  Dr.  McVicar,  on  behalf  of 
the  citizens,  bidding  the  excursionists  welcome  to 
their  flourishing  and  beautiful  city. 

Not  often  has  Chicago  greeted  such  an  arrival 
in  one  day  before,  but  we  hope  it  will  many  here¬ 
after,  when  succeeding  parties  of  railway  excur¬ 
sionists  shall  anive  en  route  lor  Galena,  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  California  and  Oregon.  Tbe  hotels 
and  hospitalities  of  Chicago  provided  rooms  for 
the  company.  The  evening  was  exhausted  by  num¬ 
bers  in  paying  their  respects  to  the  Hon.  tbe  Mayor 
of  the  city  and  his  accomplished  lady,  at  their 
pleasant  mansion,  overlooking  the  silvery  waters 
of  Lake  Michigan. 

The  following  day  was  spent  in  rides  and  ram¬ 
bles  over  this  garden  city  of  the  West,  felicitously 
named  such  from  the  exceeding  fertility  of  the  soil 
on  which  it  is  growing  and  expanding  with  giant 
strides,  numbering  40,000  inhabitanU,  with  6,000 
added  since  the  first  of  January,  as  an  officer  of  the 
city  informed  us. 

In  the  evening  the  spacious  saloon  of  the  hotel 
was  filled  with  ladies  and  gentlemen,  officers, 
directors,  stockholders  and  friends  of  the  great 
commercial  enterprise,  the  Southern  Michigan  and 
Northern  Indiana  Railroad,  whose  completion  we 
bad  come  a  thousand  miles  to  celebrate.  All  honor 
to  these  enterprising  gentlemen,  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors,  who  took  so  great  a  work  in  hand  and 
completed  it.

PROTEBTANT  MISSIONS  IN  CEONA. 

The  Chineaa  Repoaitory,  a  periodical  published 
by  the  several  missionaries  in  China,  and  replete 
with  valuable  intelligence  respecting  that  singular 
people,  contains  in  the  January  number  an  inter¬ 
esting  series  of  statistics  respecting  Protestant 
Missioup  to  the  Chinese.  The  Missionary  work 
in  that  country  is  summed  up  in  tbe  follovring 
items,  which  the  friends  of  Missions  will  be  glad 
to  read  and  remember  : 

“  Eighteen  of  the  forty-two  societies  and  organi¬ 
zations  established  among  the  Protestant  Churches 
for  the  evangelization  of  the  world,  sustain  Mis¬ 
sions  in  China.  Of  these  eighteen,  seven  belong 
to  the  United  States.  The  list  of  missionaries 
comprises  one  hundred  and  fifty  individuals. 

Of  these  150  persons  63  are  now  in  China,  and 
five  are  absent  on  account  of  health,  or  other  rea¬ 
sons.  Twenty-five  died  in  the  field  of  labor  or  on 
their  passage  home;  of  these,  Messrs.  Munson, 
Lowrie,  and  Fast,  were  killed  by  violent  hands 
among  the  natives;  Messrs.  Benhara,  James,  Pohl- 
man,  and  Spaulding,  were  drowned ;  Messrs.  Ince, 
Collie,  Wolfe,  Richards,  and  Farmer,  died  during 
the  voyages  taken  for  the  restoration  of  health. — 
The  remaining  thirteen  died  at  their  stations,  or 
when  absent  in  the  prosecution  of  their  missionary 
labors.  Twenty-five  have  re-visited  their  na¬ 
tive  land.  Dr.  Al^l  having  returned  twice ;  forty- 
eight  have  retired,  most  of  whom  did  so  on  account 
of  their  own  ill  health,  or  in  their  families ;  fire  of 
those  who  have  retired  are  still  in  China,  more  or 
Missionary  work,  viz.,  Messrs.  Par-

Burning  Fluid  Explootono. — The  Boston  Traveller 
says  that  accidents  from  Burning  Fluid  within  the  past 
few  weeks  are  the  subject  of  much  remark  and  anxiety. 
We  have  placed  in  our  columns  a  notice  of  several  of 
these  lamentable  accidents,  one  or  more  of  which  has 
resulted  in  death.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  in  a  few 
weeks  the  Safety  Devices  for  Lamps  and  Cans,  invented 
by  Prof  Hersffird  of  Cambridge,  and  Dr.  Nichols  of  Ha¬ 
verhill,  will  be  offered  to  the  public.  The  auspices  un¬ 
der  which  the  Lamps  aad  Cans  will  come  before  the 
public  will  at  once  secure  the  confidence  of  the  commu¬ 
nity,  and  be  regarded  as  a  public  benefaction. 

Shocking  Occident.— A  man  named  John  H.  Bond 
was  killed  almost  instantly,  at  the  Portland  Company’s 
Works,  last  week.  He  was  at  work  with  a  couple  of 
circular  saws  which  were  driven  by  steam,  and  while 
reaching  over  the  one  nearest  to  him  to  detach  a  piece  of 
wood  from  the  other,  his  frock  caught  in  the  former,  and 
he  was  drawn  upon  it  and  cut  almost  in  two. 

Baitroad  Colliaion.—  la  Southboro’,  last  week,  a 
collision  occurred  between  the  inward  bound  steamboat 
train  on  the  Worcester  Railroad,  and  an  outward  freight 
train,  doing  considerable  damage  to  the  locomotives  and 
some  of  the  cars.  The  passengers  escaped  injury,  with 
the  exception  of  a  child  who  had  its  jawbone  fractured, 
and  a  lady  who  received  a  severe  cut  on  the  head. 

ToAe  JETimg.— Governor  Walker,  of  Louisiana,  fixed 
July  2nd  as  the  day  for  the  execution  of  Jared,  Adam, 
and  Anthony  DeLisle,  convicted  of  the  murder  of  a  slave 
girl  in  the  third  district,  after  having  robbed  the  house  of 
her  master. 

Wreck  of  the  €)atptan  at  Cleveland,— 'Tht  steamer 
Caspian  w'as  totally  wrecked  during  a  heavy  gale.  The 
Caspian  was  a  first  class  boat,  running  in  the  Cleve¬ 
land  and  Buffalo  line,  and  was  newly  decorated  and  re¬ 
paired  this  spring.  There  were  a  number  of  passengers 
on  board,  who  had  barely  time  to  escape,  losing  all  their 
luggage. 

Mjowell  Amendment, —  The  citizens  of  Lowell  have 
very  decisively  rejected  the  amendment  to  their  city 
charter,  passed  by  the  late  Legislature,  to  enlarge  their 
school  committee,  and  take  from  it  the  Mayor  and  Al¬ 
dermen,  who  are  members  ex-officio.  The  vote  for  the 
amendment  was  312— against  it  819. 

Fire  at  Ktllogg'e  Factory,— Oat  of  the  main  build¬ 
ings  of  Kellogg’s  Factory,  one  mile  north  ofSkaneaUles, 
N.  Y.,  containing  a  large  quantity  of  machinery  and 
stock,  w'as  destroyed  by  fire  June  30th,  with  nearly  all 
its  contents.  The  loss  is  estimated  at  S'15,000. 

Tht  Old  JBtll  at  J>fewport, — The  lot  upon  which  the 
'  Old  Mill”  at  Newport,  R.I.,  is  located,  is  offered  for  sale. 
If  with  it  could  be  cleared  up  the  mystery  which  envel¬ 
opes  the  ancient  structure,  the  property  would  bring  a 
high  price. 

Buepeneton.  Bridge  over  the  J^untata,— On  the  15th 
ult ,  the  wooden  suspension^  bridge  over  the  Juniata 
river,  six  miles  northeast  of  Shirley  sburg,  Pa  ,  gave  way 
and  fell  with  a  crash  into  the  water  below,  a  height  of 
forty  five  feet.  It  was  one  of  Remington’s  invention, 
erected  last  summer.

ENGLAND. 

The  libel  suit  brought  by  Dr.  Achilii,  the  cele¬ 
brated  converted  Romish  priest,  and  Dr.  Newman, 
the  equally  celebrated  pervert  to  Rome,  had  been 
decided  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.  Achilii  was 
charged  with  mauy  acts  of  seduction  and  debauch¬ 
ery,  time  and  place  being  sworn  to  by  his  alleged 
victims ;  he  on  the  other  hand  making  oath  that 
he  never  saw  the  women  in  his  life !  A  remarkable 
feature  in  the  case  was  the  introduction  in  the 
evidence  of  copies  of  proceedings  against  Achilii 
before  the  Inquisition,  it  being  the  first  time  since 
the  Reformation  that  the  records  of  that  tribunal 
had  been  introduced  into  English  courts  of  law. 

Captain  Seoresby,  the  veteran  Arctic  navigator, 
has  published  his  opinion  respecting  the  wrecks 
seen  in  the  ice  off  Newfoundland — he  expresses  his 
decided  conviction  that  the  wrecks  were  not  the 
remains  of  the  missing  discovery  ships.

less  it  was  raised.  It  was  finally  raised,  and  the  crowd 
passed  to  the  float.

that  day. 

JBurder  at  Hoboken.— Two  colored  men,  while  car¬ 
rying  a  can  of  ice  cream  to  Sybil’s  Cave,  Hoboken,  on 
Sunday,  were  attacked  by  a  number  of  whites.  They 
defended  themselves,  and  one  of  their  assailants,  finding 
he  was  meeting  with  a  deserved  threshing,  drew  a  knife, 
and  killed  one  of  the  colored  men.  It  is  supposed  that 
the  assailants  were  servants  who  had  been  discharged 
by  the  keeper  of  a  refreshment  saloon,  and  the  blacks 
put  in  their  places.  The  murderer  has  been  committed 
for  trial. 

JBurderofa  Wife  by  her  Hueband.— On  Sunday 
night,  a  roan  named  William  H.  Williams,  in  Baltimore, 
susiiecting  the  fidelity  of  his  wife,  left  home  for  a  short 
time,  and  returning  found  his  suspicions  confirmed.  He 
instantly  drew  a  knife  and  stabbed  his  wife  in  the  back, 
killing  her  instantly.  He  then  cut  her  paramour,  named 
Samuel  Abbot,  wounding  him  dangeroualy.  He  afterward 
delivered  himself  up  and  was  committed  to  jail,  and  has 
been  raving  like  a  madman  ever  since. 

Outrageous  Case  of  Hidnapping,— The  Boston  Bee 
publishes  the  particulars  of  a  most  bold  and  outrageous 
case  of  kidnapping  in  Steep  Falls,  Standish,  Mo.  The 
son  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Weeks,  a  bright,  handsome  little  boy, 
four  years  old,  while  going  to  school,  was  seized  by  two 
women  in  a  chaise.  Dr.  W.  did  not  hear  of  the  circum¬ 
stance  till  near  dark,  when  he  went  in  pursuit  of  the  kid¬ 
nappers.  The  women  drove  to  Gorham,  15  miles,  where 
they  took  the  cars  to  Portland.  At  Portland,  they  took 
the  steamboat  St.  Lawrence,  and  arrived  in  Boston 
the  next  morning,  and  took  the  afternoon  train  for 
Springfield.  From  thence  they  proceeded  to  Dalton,  in 
Berkshire  county.  From  this  they  traveled  six  miles  on 
foot,  and  in  the  night,  the  boy  in  the  meantime  suffering 
extreme  physical  agony.  Dr.  Weeks  traced  them  in 
company  with  an  officer,  and  found  the  kidnappers  with 
the  kidnapped  boy,  in  a  house  two  miles  from  any 
neighbors,  in  a  wild  and  mountainous  region,  over  the 
New-York  line.  The  women  refused  to  surrender  the 
boy.  and  resisted  the  officers  most  pertinaciously.  They 
were  finally  taken  into  custody,  and  conveyed  to  the 
county  jdil,  where  they  will  remain  until  a  requisition  is 
forwarded  from  the  Governor  of  Maine  to  the  Governor 
of  New-Yofk.  The  kidnappers  carried  their  charge 
over  six  hundred  miles.  One  of  the  women  is  about  50 
years  old,  and  the  other  about  25. 

B  Bad  Esd,—A  young  man  by  the  name  of  James 
Flood,  aged  19  years,  died  in  Sandy  Hill,  N.  Y.  last  week, 
in  consequence  of  injuries  received  while  assaulting  the 
house  of  an  elderly  man  by  the  name  of  Black.  The 
deceased,  together  with  several  other  young  men,  re¬ 
paired  to  the  house  of  Black,  and  after  making  an  as¬ 
sault  upon  it,  he  thrust  his  head  into  a  window,  and 
received  a  blow  from  within  which  caused  his  death  in 
four  days. 

Railroad  Collislon,—Lsiat  week  the  express  train 
down  on  the  Buffalo  and  Rochester  Railroad  came  in 
contact  near  Buffalo  with  the  up  train  from  Syracuse. 
Both  trains  were  fortunately  going  very  slow.  A  loco¬ 
motive  and  a  baggage  car  were  slightly  injured,  andone 
man  had  an  arm  broken.  A  difference  between  the  clocks 
caused  the  accident. 

B  JVeuf  TWaf.-Hciiri  Camel,  the  murderer  ef  Charles 
M.  Rosseau  last  year,  is  to  have  a  new  trialforthe  crime 
of  which  he  was  tried,  convicted  and  condemned  to  death 
over  a  year  ago. 

Unusual  HteUth, — But  forty-three  deaths  occurred  in 
Boston  last  week.  Population  150.000. 

Improved  Rail  Car,— On  the  New-York  and  New- 
Haven  Railroad,  they  have  the  newly  invented  cars  for 
keeping  out  the  dust.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that  no  car  is  so 
thoroughly  ventilated  as  this,  while  not  a  single  particle 
of  dust  can  get  into  it  The  great  desideratum  is  thus 
supplied. 

Baptist  College  in  Btontreat.— An  elegant  and  com¬ 
manding  building,  erected  in  Montreal  for  a  Baptist  col¬ 
lege,  has  lately  been  sold,  at  a  sheriff’s  sale,  to  the  Cath¬ 
olics,  for  £4  000.  By  them  is  to  be  converted  into  a 
hospital,  to  be  called  St.  Patrick’s. 

B  Wteran,—k  grey-haired  man,  64  years  of  age,  by 
the  name  of  H.  E  Gibbs,  walked  from  Sharon,  Conn., 
to  Catskill,  one  day  last  week  in  less  than  ten  hours, 
(distance  45  miles,)  without  appearing  much  fatigued. 

Vacant  Senatorship, — Gov.  Powell  tendered  the  U.S. 
Senatorship  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Henry  Clay’s 
death,  to  James  Guthrie,  who  has  declined. 

Murder  and  Suicide,— One  of  the  most  dreadful 
tragedies  which  has  ever  occurred  in  this  vicinity,  was 
discovered  about  9  o’clock  on  Wednesday  morning  of 
last  week  in  Newark.  Bernard  Ronge  aged  45,  and  his 
wife  Caroline,  aged  26,  have  occupied  two  rooms  on  the 
3rd  floor  since  the  1st  of  Juno.  They  had  been  ntissed 
since  Saturday  night  by  the  other  occupants  of  the  bouse, 
and  some  suspicions  having  been  excited  that  morning 
by  the  stench  issuing  from  the  room,  a  ladder  was  rais¬ 
ed  to  the  back  window  and  a  pane  of  glass  broken— the 
doors  being  locked — when  the  bodies  of  Ronge  and  the 
wife  were  discovered  lying  upon  the  bed,  large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  dried  blood  being  upon  bed  and  floor.  Both  were 
bloated,  disfigured  and  corrupted  to  a  great  extent.  They 
were  in  their  night  clothes,  under  the  coverlid,  with  their 
fares  partially  to  each  other.  Between  the  two  bodies, 
lay  a  double-barreled  pistol,  evidently  the  instrument  of 
destruction  to  the  woman,  as  her  forehead  had  been 
shattered  by  the  bullet.  S  ubsequent  investigations  prov¬ 
ed  that  the  parties  were  married  in  Germany,  both  be¬ 
ing  Germans;  that  Ronge  was  jealous  of  his  wife  on 
account  of  a  young  man  who  formerlyresided  with  them. 

A  letter  of  this  young  man,  proved  a  guilty  connection 
between  the  parties.  This  letter  was  discovered,  and 
was  read  in  the  hearing  of  the  husband,  whose  jealousy 
occasioned  the  terrible  deed. 

Woolen  Mitt  Burnt,— k  woolen  mill  was  destroyed 
by  fire  on  Thursday  at  Clapville,  Mass.  It  was  owned 
in  Boston. 

jyominatlotM  in  Michigan,  — Z.  Chandler,  of  De¬ 
troit,  end  D.  G.  Wallbridge,  of  Kalamazoo,  have  been 
nominated  as  Whig  candidates  for  Governor  and  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  of  Michigan. 

Death  of  an  Old  CUittn.— The  Norwich  Courier  of 
Tuesday  records  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Roger  Hunting- 
ton  of  that  town.  Mr.  H.  enjoyed  to  an  unusual  degree 
the  regard  and  confidence  of  his  fellow-citizens,  had 
often  represented  his  native  town  in  the  State  Legisla¬ 
ture,  and  was  at  one  time  Speaker  of  the  House.  He 
died  on  Monday,  aged  about  68  years.

FUNERAL  OBSEQUIES  OF  MR  CLAY. 

The  public  demonstrations  of  grief  at  the  death  of  Mr. 
Clay,  have  been  very  sincere  and  almost  universal.  We 
can  put  upon  record  only  some  of  the  more  prominent, 
which  abundantly  attest  the  prevalent  feeling  at  this  sad 
national  bereavement. 

The  funeral  at  Washington  was  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
posing  and  affecting  pageants  ever  witnessed  in  that  city. 
The  procession  was  formed  at  the  National  Hotel,  headed 
by  two  military  companies,  with  their  bands,  and  followed 
by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  Messrs.  Hunter, 
Dawson,  Jones  of  Iowa,  Bright  and  Smith,  and  the  pall¬ 
bearers,  Messrs.  Cass,  Mangum,  Dodge  of  Wisconsin, 
Pratt.  Atchison,  and  Bell.  The  former  wore  white  and  the 
latter  black  scarfs.  The  funeral  car  was  a  beautiful  pro¬ 
duction  of  art.  The  main  body  was  covered  with  black 
cloth,  tastefully  festooned  at  the  base,  from  which  hung 
rich  silk  tassels.  At  each  corner  of  the  upper  surface  was 
the  representation  of  a  torch,  gilt  and  enveloped  in  crape. 
The  dais  was  covered  in  a  like  manner,  and  was  six  feet 
from  the  ground — the  sides  of  it  were  ornamented  with 
silver  stars,  and  the  edges  of  the  structure  were  trimmed 
with  lace  of  a  similar  material.  On  the  plane  of  this  the 
coffin  rested.  The  car  was  drawn  by  six  white  horses, 
each  attended  by  a  groom  clad  in  white.  Senators  and 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  followed,  at¬ 
tended  by  their  officers.  General  Scott,  in  a  suit  of  black, 
and  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  in  full  uniform,  were  in 
the  line.  Next  came  the  Mayor  and  City  CoiAicils  of 
Baltimore  and  the  twenty-four  appointed  by  the  Town 
Meeting,  and  the  Mayors  and  City  Councils  of  Washing¬ 
ton,  Alexandria  and  Georgetown.  A  large  number  of  cit¬ 
izens  brought  up  the  rear. 

Arrived  at  the  Hall  of  Representatives,  the  President 
and  Cabinet  were  already  there.  The  corpse  was  encased 
in  a  patent  metillic  coffin  shrouded  in  crape,  with  silver 
handles  and  mountings,  a  moveable  silver  plate  over  the 
face,  and  a  massive  silver  plate,  bearing  the  simple  in¬ 
scription  of  “  Hcnsy  Clav.”  Following  the  corpse  were 
the  pall-bearere  and  the  near  relatives  and  friends  of  the 
deceased.  The  utmost  silence  prevailed.  All  present,  in¬ 
cluding  the  crowded  auditory  in  the  galleries  and  lobbies, 
teemed  to  be  deeply  impresseJ  with  the  solemnity  of  the 
occasion.  AH  being  in  the  places  assigned  them,  Rev.  Dr. 
Butler,  f’haplain  of  the  Senate,  read  the  15th  chapter  of 
the  First  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  commencing  at  the 
36ih  verse.  This  concluded,  he  delivered  a  sermon  from 
the  text  (Jer.  48:  17.)—"  How  is  the  strong  staff  broken 
and  the  beautiful  rod.”  'I’he  services  Were  concluded 
with  the  prayers  prescribed ;  after  which  the  silver  plate 
covering  the  glass  over  the  face  ef  the  corpse  was  re¬ 
moved,  and  the  President  and  Cabinet,  Senators,  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  Diplomatic  Corps,  Officers  of  the  Army  and 
Navy,  Clergymen  and  Physicians,  and  all  present,  drew 
near,  and  amid  the  most  impressive  silence,  took  a  last 
view  of  the  features  of  the  illustrious  deceased.  This 
ever,  the  corpse  was  removed  to  the  Rotunda,  and  the 
Senate  adjourned. 

The  body  was  then  escorted  to  the  Railroad  depot, 
from  whence  was  commenced  the  journey  to  its  final 
resting-place.  At  Baltimore  and  at  Wilmington,  brief 
pauses  were  made,  and  the  Committee  and  the  body  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  civic  authorities  with  great  demonstra¬ 
tions  of  sympathy. 

In  Philadelphia,  a  novel  and  imposing  demonstra¬ 
tion  was  made.  The  cars  arrived  at  about  9  o’clock  in 
the  evening,  and  the  cortege  was  met  by  an  immense 
procession,  which  marched  by  torch  light,  amidst  the 
firing  of  minute  guns  and  tolling  of  bells,  to  the  Hall  of 
Independence. 

In  addition  to  the  Whig  Associations  from  the  differ¬ 
ent  wards,  the  City  Councils  and  Commissioners  of 
various  districts,  there  were  41  Fire  Companies  in  the 
line,  and  at  least  3  000  torches.  They  carried  banners 
trimmed  with  crape,  and  lanterns  with  mottoes  honoring 
the  lamented  dead.  The  procession  formed  a  most  im¬ 
posing  sight,  and  will  long  be  remembered  by  all  who 
witnessed  this  touching  token  of  respect  to  the  memory 
of  the  great  and  good.  It  arrived  in  front  of  Indepen¬ 
dence  Hall  at  lOl,  and  as  the  line  passed  the  sacred 
edifice,  the  participants  uncovered,  remaining  so  until 
reaching  Fifth-st. ;  at  the  same  moment,  three  barrels  of 
tar  were  ignited  in  the  Square,  and  the  light  lent  a  solemn 
grandeur  to  the  scene.  The  body  reposed  for  the  night 
in  the  Hall,  guarded  by  the  Washington  Guards,  of 
which  Company  the  deceased  was  many  years  since 
elected  an  honorary  member. 

From  Philadelphia  to  New-York,  various  demon¬ 
strations  were  made  along  the  route.  The  train  arriv¬ 
ed  at  Jersey  City  at  about  1  o’clock.  The  remains  were 
taken  by  a  boat  to  the  Battery,  and  there  taken  in  charge 
by  a  Committee  of  the  Common  Council,  and  the  coffin 
placed  upon  an  open  hearse,  drawn  by  eight  gray 
horses  appropriately  caparisoned.  The  procession 
was  then  formed,  composed  of  the  Police,  the  Mayor 
and  Common  Council,  the  Whig  Committees  and  several 
Military  Companies,  and  a  large  body  of  citizens.

News  from  La  Plata  is  favorable  for  a  peaceful 
adjustment  of  affairs  in  that  country.  The  waters 
of  the  La  Plata  will  probably  be  thrown  open  to 
the  commerce  of  the  world. 

Two  other  arrivals  are  reported  from  Australia 
with  gold,  namely,  the  Northumberland,  with 
16,900  ounces,  and  the  Enchanter,  with  22,988. 

The  Cunard  Company  have  arrangements  nearly 
completed  for  the  establishment  of  their  new  line 
of  steamships  to  Australia,  via  Panama  and  New- 
Zealand,  and  in  connection  with  the  mail  service 
between  Liverpool  and  the  United  States.  Their 
expectation  is  to  secure  the  carriage  of  the  mails 
between  England  and  those  places,  and  also  to  pro¬ 
cure  from  the  French  Government  a  contract  for 
Tahiti. 

The  proclamation  against  Romish  processions 
has  encountered  a  great  deal  of  indignation  in 
Ireland,  coming  as  it  does  at  so  opportune  a  mo¬ 
ment  for  Protestant  electioneering. 

FRANCE. 

The  resliveness  on  the  part  of  the  Corps  L^gis- 
latif  against  the  dictation  of  the  President,  in¬ 
creases.  On  Tuesday  the  Assembly  bad  the  budget 
under  discussion,  and  refused  their  assent  to  some 
of  the  items.  Louis  Napoleon,  who  was  watching 
the  proceedings  from  a  private  box,  thereupon  sent 
a  note  to  the  President,  stating  that  the  Assembly 
were  overstepping  their  powers  in  refusing  their 
assent  to  amendments  sanctioned  by  the  Council 
of  State.  Upon  re-assembling  the  next  day,  the 
budget  was  again  discussed,  and  the  Assembly 
acted  so  far  independently  as  to  throw  overboard 
the  grant  of  1,745,000  francs  for  the  dotation  of 
the  Senators.  The  difficulty  caused  a  temporary 
fall  in  the  funds. 

Generals  Changarnier,  Bedeau,  Lamoriciere  and 
Leflo,  in  consequence  of  their  refusal  to  take  the 
oath,  had  been  cashiered,  but  were  allowed  to  re¬ 
tain  their  half-pay. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  more  political  prisoners 
had  arrived  at  Havre  for  shipment  to  the  Colonies. 
The  first  detachment  had  arrived  at  Cayenne  on 
the  10th  May. 

A  diipatch  from  Constantinople  to  Paris  an¬ 
nounces  that  the  insurrection  of  the  Barictus  had 
been  put  down,  and  the  Arabs  had  sued  for  peace. 

The  authorities  of  all  the  cities  in  France,  ex¬ 
cept  Paris,  have  received  orders  to  take  part  in  the 
approaching  ceremonies  of  the  Fete  Dieu. 

On  dit  that  M.  Veron  has  in  his  possession 
Cassagnac’s  manuscript,  corrected  in  the  hand¬ 
writing  of  Louis  Napoleon,  and  that  his  obstinate 
assertions  arose  from  the  circumstance  of  having 
the  proof  at  hand. 

It  is  reported  that  a  Government  journal,  to  vie 
with  the  first-class  London  press,  is  about  to  be 
established  in  Paris. 

Rumors  are  reviving  respecting  the  President’s 
matrimonial  intentions. 

Great  inundations  are  occurring  in  the  south  of 
France.  At  last  accounts  the  Garonne  was  rising 
rapidly,  and  an  overfiow  appeared  imminent. 

Gen.  Lamoriciere  anived  at  the  baths  of  Aix- 
la-Chapelle  on  the  14th  inst.  having  been  ordered 
by  his  physician  to  drink  the  waters.  Immediate¬ 
ly  after  bis  arrival  he  was  waited  on  by  the  police. 

Another  strike  of  importance  has  occuired.  At 
St.  Etienne  1200  men  of  the  Mining  Co.  of  the 
Loire  have  struck  work. 

The  Council  of  State  has  come  to  a  decision  re¬ 
specting  the  Orleans  property.  It  has  adopted  the 
conclusions  of  the  Government  Commission,  de¬ 
priving  the  judicial  tribunals  of  the  right  to  decide 
in  the  case,  and  reserves  to  the  civil  jurisdiction  the 
examination  of  all  questions  that  may  arise  relative 
to  private  property  which  the  Princes  of  Orleans 
hold  in  value  of  hereditary  right.  The  President 
has  signed  this  decision. 

A  revolt  has  broken  out  in  Algeria.  On  tha2ad, 
a  tribe  of  Arabs,  numbering  1,(KH),  rose  and  attacked 
a  camp  of  French  workmen,  killing  some,  and 
cansing  the  others  to  flee.

A  bill  is  introduced  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
®f  F**dmont,  for  the  establishmeut  of  marriage  by 
civil  contract.  By  way  of  settling  the  difficulty 
between  the  Papal  See  and  Piedmont,  an  adminis¬ 
trator  is  to  be  named  for  both  the  spiritual  and 
temporal  affairs  of  the  diocese  of  Turin — M.  Fran- 
zoni  to  retain  the  title  of  Archbishop.

After  the 
funeral,  the  doctor  was  taken  by  the  friends  of  the 
deceased,  tied  up,  shot  and  scalped  ;  his  wife’s  hair 
was  cut  off,  his  house  burned,  containing  all  his 
property,  and  all  his  animals  killed.  This  is  the 
law  among  these  Indians,  regulating  doctors.  The 
vacancy  is  yet  unfilled.
